ROW 300 MILES HERE 


BY SEA FROM BOSTON 


Two Amateur Oarsmen Land 
~Frail Wherry in Harlem After 


Five-Day. Voyage. 


DODGED BOATS INA FOG 


Dr. Thomas K.. Richards’ 6f 
Harvard. and G..S. Selfridge 
May Have Set a Record. 


Two. amateur oarsmen ‘reached here 
yesterday morning’ by rowing some 300 
miles in five days. They. were Dr. 
Thomas K. Richards,,physician to the 
Harvard University football team, and 
G. 8. Selfridge, a Boston lawyer and. a 
graduate of\ Annapolis, whose father 
was Rear Admiral Thomas O. Selfridge. 

They left the Union Boat Club float 
in the-.Charles River last Tuesday 
morning-in a double wherry, and yes- 
terday. morning they pulled alongside 
the Metropolitan Boat Club landing at 
16ist Street and the Harlem River. They 
lost, ane day because of storms. Last 
— —* turned to Boston by train.

Their best day’s pull brought them’ 
from New London to Rye Beach, more 
than 100 miles Théy left Rys yéster- 
day. morning, and béfore 11 o*élock had 
landed at the Metfopolitan Boat; Club. 

Throughout the trip they wore only 
rowing trunks and. both men were 
burned to a brick red.- From Waist to 
neck the skin had peeled. Otherwise 
they were in the best of condition. 

Their Speed Stirprises Friends. 

Their craft—a doubles wherfy—though 
light and equipped with the sliding seats 
and long sweeps. of a racing shell, is 
broader in the beam end heavier than 
a shell. When the oarsmen came ashore 
yesterday morning in Harlem their first 


‘concern was to see that the wherry was 


put in a_safe place. The Metropolitan 
Club took charge of it and will ship it 
back to Boston. The two oarsmen then 
went to the. Harvard Club, where th¢y 
surprised a number of friends who had 
known that they were coming but did 
not expect them s0 soon. 

“J did not expect them for another 
week,” H. R. Shurtliff said last night. 
A number of skeptics had prophesied 
that Dr. Richards and his companion 
would not finish the trip and had backed 
their prophecies with substantial wagers. 

From the Charles River thé men laid 
their course across Boston Harbor and 
down Massachusetts Bay to the Cape 
Cod Ship Canal, thence through the 
canal .to Buzzard’s Bay and Onset. From 
there they shipped the wherry twenty 
milés overland to Fall River. Thé port- 
age did not save. them distance but 
assured them safer water for their type 
of craft. 

Dodge Shipping in Fog. 

Out of Fall River they ran into heavy 
Narragansett Bay, particularly at 
om season, is filled with pleasure boats, 
tugs, steamers and all manner of ship- 
‘ping, and there was real danger of be- 
ing run down. Here Mr. Selfridge’s 
Annapolis training came into play. They 
had a compass and by it he set the 
course through the fog for Narragansett 
Pier. So accurate. was Mr. Selfridge’s 
seamanship that the wherry fetched up 
at the pier’ on schedule after twenty- 

five miles through the fog. 

The next day's rowing took them to 
Watch Hill, where they were received 
and entertained: by the Coast “Guard.

- Instead of }ehe ol4 method, requir- 
ing three. separate films. in the

imposed films and the development of 
a single plate. 

By placing three films ae upon the 
other in the camera, M. Rougseau

The advantages of the new: process 
are that the films give absolutely 
identical views and the time exposuré 
“has been reduced to one twenty-fifth 
ofa second—much faster than with 
the color screens and three separate

This morn- 
ing Simonovitch killed his. own daughter, 
slot his wife and ‘a woman who tried to 
interfere, then committed suicide. 

Simonovitch and his wife, with their 
two daughters, Anne,.3 years old, and 
Mary, 18 months old, were guests of 
Nicholas Pontus, carpenter,- of Cham- 
plain Road. Sunday morning Mr. and 
Mrs. Simonoyitch and Mr. and Mrs. 
Pontus set out in Simonovitch’s car to 
look for a suitable farm. They-were in- 
specting one on the Mansville-Millstone 
Turnpike, a few miles out of town. 

The house on the farm had been partly 
demolished by fire, and Mrs. Simopo- 
vitch declared that she would not 


of living in such a place, according to: 


Pontus. \ Simonovitch parried that he 
always*had to do the work and his wife 
had never been a help to him. ‘The 
quarrel grew, and finally Simonovitch 
stopped the car. He told his wife to 
get out and walk back, Pontus declared. 

Simono- 
vitch had "driven almost back to *own, 
when he relented and returned for her.

Horbel, according to Pontus, got to 
talking with Mrs. Simonovitch. Finally, 
it was said, he urged her to come down 
to his store. Later-in the evening, the 
police ,learned, Simonovitch himself 
dropped, in, and the. three gambled at 
cards. The police. assert their belief 
that Horbel induced Mrs. Simonovitch 
to “‘frame’’, her husband. At any rate, 
Simonovitch lost a considerable sum of 
“money. 

According ’ to Nick. Whalen, garage 
proprietor, who.came in about. this time, 
Simonovitch suddenly discovered that he 
was being fleeced.. He jumped to his 
feet, stared, at his wife and Horbel, 
and pounded the table, apparently un- 
able to speak.

TO DEATH IN CHICAGO 


Pioneer. Grain Broker, Who 
Failed for $10,000,000, 
Jumps From 15th Story. 


ATTEMPTED ‘COMEBACK’ 


Fallure to Do So, Friends Say, and 
Ilt-Health Caused 
Suicide.

CHICAGO, July 20.—Emil William 
Wagner, for thirty-seven years head of 
one of the country’s largest grain com- 
mission houses, which failed for $10,000,- 
000 in Christmas week, .1921, finding the 
stress of his attempted come-back 
coupled with an acute form of neuralgia 
too much for him, today jumped from 
the fifteenth floor of the Westminster 
Building and alighted on the roof of 
the Monroe Theatre. He was killed in- 
stantly. 

It was not until an hour later that 
the hatless and coatless figure was 
recognized as that of the pioneer grain 
merchant, known on the Stock Exchange 
as the ‘‘friend of the man who's down 
and out.’’. Arthur S. Brown, employe 
of the: E. Lowitz commission house, 
129 South La Salle Street, where during 
the last few years Mr. Wagner has had 
desk space, heard of the accident and 
went to the scene. 

Mr. Brown notified the dead man’s 
widow, who was formerly Anne Freya 
Rubens,” daughter. of’ thé late “Harry 
Rubens, one time Corporation Counsel. 
For the past five years Mr. and Mrs. 
Wagner had been living in an apartment 
at 219 Lake Shofe Drive with their only. 
child, Mrs. Wilhelmina Turner. | 

The grain broker’s widow cdllapsed 
when told of the tragedy.. But later’ in 
the day she rallied sufficiently to issue 


a statement denyihg ‘any rumors that 
her husband’s suicide was the. result of 
any new climax in his financial affaira. 

Friends believed Mr. Wagner, wha 
was 61 years old, had been unable to 
rally from the failure of his concern, E, 
W. Wagner & Co., in 1921, although the 
creditors had been paid almost in full 
and Mr. Wagner had been restored to 
membership on the Board of Trade: and 
to’ good standing among business asso- 
ciates. 

At the height of his prosperity Mr. 
Wagner was rated as worth $8,000,000. 
The last week or so, friends said to- 
day, he had had trouble putting off a 
man to whom he owed $150. Shortly 
before he leaped to his death he teie-

Acquaintance of the Soldier 
Who Is Sought as Slayer 
Gives New Lead to Police. 


OTHER CLUES BEING TRACED 


The Suepect Also Declared to Have 
Been Seen In Paterson and 
New Brunswick.

HEMPSTEAD, L. I., July 20.—Four 
possible leads to the hiding. place of 
Philip Knox Knapp, army deserter, and 
suspected: slayer of Louis Panella, taxti- 
cab driver, in Hempstead Plains, were 
received here today by Captain Frank 
BE. McHale, head of the Nassau, County 
police. The leads came from Paterson, 
N. J.; New. Brunswick, N. J.; Mit- 
chel Field, the army station base at 
Mineola,.: and from New York City. 
Captain McHalé sent detectives to in- 
vestigate each of them, saying that they 
added to the suspicion that Knapp was 
in hiding somewhere near New York 
City. 

George E.. Brown of 121 Sixteenth 
Avenue, Paterson, a special officer in 
the Paterson .Y. M. C. A. building, re- 
ported a man _ rescembling printed 
photographs of Knapp, and dressed in 
Sailor’s garb, registered at the Paterson 
Y. M. C. A. last Thursday. He left and 
did not return until 12:45 P. M. last 
Saturday, Brown said, when he got a 
small bundle of clothing and took a bus 
for Maywood, nearby. 

While the attention of the police wads 
centred on this clue, Joseph Policki, for- 
merly a resident of Mineola, called up 
the Bneriff's office. at» Hempstead and 
reported that he had seen Knapp, whom 
he knew well, in New York City. Po- 
licki said that he and his mother, now 
residents _of New York, were walking 
through an east side street when they 
encountered Knapp and a soldier.

Trust Fund Set Up In 1914 “After

_ Nathan Allen, leather. manufacturer of 
Kenosha, Wis., who, it became known 
in 1911, was the friend and companion 
of Mrs. Helen Dwelle Jenkins, set aside 
300 shares of Union Pacific stock for 
her support fn 1914, and as a result of 
the decision by his family to cut off 
her income of $150 a month from. the 
‘stock, she has brought suit to compel 
Payment. 


Mr, Allen died in Miami, Fla., on Oct. 
7 last, and the fact that payments to 
Mrs. Jenkins, now Mrs. Helen wwelle 
Fuld, were stopped became known. yes- 
terday when the case came before Su- 
preme Court Justice McGoldrick. The 
action was brought against the Central 
Union Trust Company as custodian of 
the stock; Robert W. Allen, who de- 
posited the stock for Nathan Allen in 


order to conceal Nathan Allen’s connec- 
tion with it, and George Gordon Battle 
and H. Snowden Marshall, then law 

ers, who had authority to instruct 
the trust company as to the payments 
to the then Mrs. Jenkins.

— Harry 
Simonovitch, having saved ‘his money 
for four years while working on a farm 
in Orange County, came here Saturday 
to.’buy a place of his own. His wife, 
after disdgreeing with -him as to where 
they should live, cheated him out of his 
savings. with the help of another man, 
according to State police. Thi§ morn- 
ing Simonovitch killed his. own daughter, 
shot his wife anda woman who tried to 
interfere, then committed. suicide, 

Simonovitch and his wife, with their 
two daughters, Anne, .3 years old, and 
Mary, 13 months old, were guests of 
Nicholas Pontus, carpenter, of Cham- 
plain Road. Sunday morning Mr. and 
Mrs. Simonovitch and Mr. and Mrs. 
Pontus set out in Simonovitch’s car to 
look for a suitable farm. They.were in- 
specting one on the Mansville-Millstone 
Turnpike, a few miles out of town. 

The house on the farm had been partly 
demolished by fire, and Mrs. Simono- 
vitch declared that she would not t 
of living in such a place, according to 
Pontus. \ Simonovitch parried that he 
always ‘had to do the work and his wife 
had never been a help to him. (‘The 
quarrel grew, and finally Simonovitch 
stopped the car. He told his wife to 
get out and walk back, Pontus declared. 

His wife,.in tears, obeyed. Simono- 
vitch had driven almost back to *own, 
when he relented and returned for her. 
When they 'reached town, however, she 
begged her husband to forget about buy- 
ing a farm and return to his old. job at 
Broadacres, Orangeburg. ‘‘You can go 
back if you. like,’’ Pontus said Simono- 
vitch replied. “‘‘I’m going to stay and~ 
buy that farm.” 

Simonovitch then drew. out @ roll of 
bills and gave his wife $20. She and the 
child Anna went home with the Pon- 
tuses but her husband, with the baby, 
went tq the house of Andrew Griniak 
near by. Boarding at the Pontuses. was 
Theodore Horbel, 30 yedrs. old, well- 
dressed, and proprietor of ‘‘Horbel’s 
Place,’’ where soft drinks and other 
beverages were sold.’ ; 


Gambled With Wife and: Man. 


Horbel, according to Pontus, got to 
talking with Mrs. Simonovitch. Finally, 
it was said, he urged her to come down 
to his store. Later-in the evening, the 
police ,learned, ~Simonovitch himself 
dropped, in, and the, three gambled at 
cards. The police. assert their belief 
that Horbel induced Mrs. Simonovitch 
to “‘frame’’ her husband. At any rate, 
Simonovitch lost a considerable sum of 
“money. ; 

According®: to .Nick. Whalen, garage 
proprietor, who.came in about. this time, 
Simonovitch suddenly discovered that he 
was being fleeced.. He jumped to his 
feet, stared, at his wife and Horbel, 
and pounded the table, apparently un- 
able to speak. Then he said, ‘‘I’ll get 
you! I'll get the two of you for this.’’ 

According to the police, -Simonovitch 
drove over to Bound Brook.. Whalen got 
Simonovitch’s car out of the garage and 
noted that. he was ‘‘perfectly sober.’’ He 
entered Effinger’s Sports Goods Store 
and announced that he wanted to buy ® 
pistol. ‘“‘Have you a permit?” L. A. 
Ganmore, the clerk, asked. 

“No,”’ Simonovitch is said to have re-

Horbel had risen to his feet. Simono- 
.vitch turned suddenly, his gun in his 
hand, and fired. Horbel dropped with a 
bullet in his lungs and may’ not live. 
Mrs. Simonovitch, shrieking, rushed to 
the yard ‘gate. Simonovitch had locked 
it. According to Mrs. Pontus he grab- 
bed his wife by the shoulder, held the 
gun to her face and fired. Her jaw 
was fractured and many of her teeth 
knocked out. 

He_ killed little Mary, when, not realiz- 
ing what was happening, the baby 
reached up for the gun as if she wante 
it to play with. Alexander; Pontus 
dragged Anna Simonovitch a shed 
and closed the door, and this probably 
saved her life. le the €¢nraged man 
hunted for Anna, Mrs. Pontus threw 
herself in his way, begging him to let 
the child alone. Simonovitch shot Mrs. 
Pontus, cting a flesh wound in the 
right leg. 

Then he unlocked the gate and got

TO DEATH IN CHICAGO 


Pioneer Grain Broker, Who 
Failed for $10,000,000, 
dumps From.15th Story. 


ATTEMPTED A ‘COMEBACK’ 


Fallure to Do So, Friends Say, and 
Il!-Health Caused 
Suicide.

CHICAGO, July 20.—Emil William 
Wagner, for thirty-seven years head of 
one of the country’s largest grain com- 
mission houses, which failed for $10,000,- 
000 in Christmas week, 1921, finding the 
stress of his attempted come-back 
coupled with an acute form of neuralgia 
too much for him, today jumped from 
the fifteenth floor of the Westminster 
Building and alighted on the roof of 
the Monroe Theatre. He was killed in- 
stantly. 

It was not until an hour later that 
the hatless and coatless figure was 
recognized as that of the pioneer grain 
merchant, known on the Stock Exchange 
as the ‘‘friend of the man who's down 
and out.’’ Arthur S. Brown, employe 
of the: E. Lowitz commission house, 
129 South La Salle Street, where during 
the last few years Mr. Wagner has had 
desk space, heard of the accident and 
went. to the scene. 

Mr. Brown notified the dead man’s 
widow, who was formerly Anne Freya 
Rubens,” daughter of thé late “Harry 
Rubens, one time Corporation Counsel. 
For the past five years Mr. and Mrs. 
Wagner had been living in an apartment 
at 219 Lake Shofe Drive with their only 
child, Mrs. Wilhelmina Turner. . ~ 

The grain broker's widow cdllapsed 
when told of the tragedy.- But latem in 
the day she rallied sufficiently to issue 


a statement denyihg ‘any rumors that 
her husband’s suicide was the. result of 
any new climax in his financial affaira, 

Friends believed Mr. Wagner, wha 
was 61 years old, had been unable to 
rally from the failure of his concern, E. 
W. Wagner & Co., in 1921, although the 
creditors had been paid almost in full 
and Mr. Wagner had been restored to 
membership on the Board of Trade. and 
to’ good standing among business asso- 
ciates. : 

At the height of his prosperity Mr. 
Wagner was rated as worth $8,000,000. 
The last week or so, friends said to- 
day, he had had trouble putting off a 
man to whom he owed $150.

Stgck Exchange firm of E. W. Wagner 
& Co, in 1921, with liabilities. reported 
at $10,000,000, -was one of the largest 
suspensions in the history of the local 
institution up to that time. The firm, 
before its suspension, was credited with 
doing an unusually large business on 
the Exchange and maintained branches 
in about thirty. cities in different sec- 
tions of the country. 

On May 1 last Wagner, accompanied 
by his. attorney, Benjamin Bachrach of 
Chicago, appeared .before Judge Collins 
in General Sessions in this city and 
pleaded not guilty’ to seven new indict- 
ments returned against him for trad- 
ing against his customers’ accounts, In 
all thirty-seven indictments were re- 
turned against Wagner.

B. W. WAGNER LEAPS|SAYS HE SAW KNAPP 


IN EAST SIDE STREET 


Acquaintance of the Soldier 
Who Is Sought as Slayer 
Gives New Lead to Police. 


OTHER CLUES BEING TRACED 


The Suspect Also Declared to Have 
Been’ Seen In Paterson and 
New Brunswick. |

HEMPSTEAD, L. I., July 20.—Four 
possible leads to the hiding. place of 
Philip Knox Knapp, army deserter, and 
suspected: slayer of Louis Panella, taxti- 
cab driver, in Hempstead Plains, were 
received here today by Captain Frank 
E. McHale, head of the Nassau, County 
police. The leads came from Paterson, 
N. J.; New. Brunswick, N. J.; Mit- 
chel Field, the army station base at 
Mineola,: and from New York City. 
Captain McHalé sent detectives to in- 
vestigate each of them, saying that they 
added to the suspicion that Knapp was 
in hiding somewhere near New York 
City. 

George E. Brown of 121 Sixteenth 
Avenue, Paterson, a special officer in 
the Paterson Y. M. C. A. building, re- 
ported a man _ rescembling printed 
photographs of Knapp, and dressed in 
Sailor’s garb, registered at the Paterson 
Y. M. C. A. last Thursday. He left and 
did not return until 12:45 P. M. last 
Saturday, Brown said, when he got a 
small bundle of clothing and took a bus 
for Maywood, nearby. 

While the attention of the police was 
centred on this clue, Joseph Policki, for- 
merly a resident of. Mineola, called up 
the’ Sheriff's office. at» Hempstead and 
reported that he had seen Knapp, whom 
he knew well, in New York City. Po- 
licki said that he and his mother, now 
residents _of New York, were walking 
through an east side street when they 
encountered Knapp and a soldier. Po- 
licki added that he hurried off for a 
policeman, but on his return Knapp and 
the soldier had disappeared. Captain 
McHale asked ‘the police of New York 
to seek Knapp in the vicinity where 
Policki said: he had seen him. 

Carpenters reported that while they 
were at work on a building in Lincoln 
Highway at New Brunswick they 
awakened a man answering in some re- 
spects the description of Knapp. He ran 
into near-by w s, they added. 

Detectives interviewed a soldier at 
Mitchel Field who said that on Sunday 
afternoon, July 5, the day following the 
discovery of the body of the slain taxi- 
cab chauffeur in a ditch, he met Knapp 
in Coney Island.

ACTION. .JUST REVEALED 


Trust Fund Set Up In 1914 After 
She Had Testifled Against Nathan. 
Allen In Smuggling Case. 


. Nathan Allen, leather.manufacturer of 
Kenosha, Wis., who, it became known 
in 1911, was the friend and companion 
of Mrs. Helen Dwelle Jenkins, set aside 
300 shares of Union Pacific stock for 
her support in 1914, and as a result of 
the decision by his family to cut off 
her income of $150 a month from. the 
stock, she has brought suit to compel 
Payment. 

Mr, Allen died in Miami, Fla., on Oct. 
7 last, and the fact that payments to 
Mrs. Jenkins, now Mrs. Helen wwelle 
Fuld, were stopped became known. yes- 
terday when the case came before Su- 
preme Court Justice McGoldrick. The 
action was brought against the Central 
Union Trust Company as custodian of 
the stock; Robert W. Allen, who de- 
posited the stock for Nathan Allen in 
order to conceal Nathan Allen’s connec- 
tion with it, and George Gordon Battle 
and H. Snowden Marshall, then law 
partriers, who had authority to instruct 
the trust company as to the payments 
to the then Mrs. Jenkins. The plaintiff 
asks a court ruling that the payments 
to her are to continue until her death, 
and were not to end with the death of 
Nathan Allen. 

The action, filed last April, came be- 
fore Justice McGoldrick on an applica- 
tion by Robert W. Allen to make Mrs. 
Ellen J. Allen, widow of Nathan Allan, 
and executrix under his will, a party to 
the suit in order that a full determina- 
tion of the issues-may be had.

The stock was 
returned to Mr, Allen by the trust com- 
pany in February, but was given back 
in April when Mrs. Fuld brought her

Mr. Allen was accused in 1911 of 
smuggling jewelry worth more - than 
$200,000 into the country. The fact be- 
came known to the authorities: when 
Mrs. Jenkins tried to raise money on 
some of the jewels. She was ons of the 
chief witnesses against Mr. Allen before 
the Grand Jury which indicted him for 
smuggling. His payment of $100,000 to 
the Government settled the case. She 
suef_him later for $218,000 for property 
alleged to have been taken from her. 
The trust fund on which the present 
suit was based was set up for her bene- 
fit soon afterward, and the action was 
not tried. i

The reply of Berlin has completely 
dispelled. the atmosphere of pessimism 
which had developed in French, Govern- 
ment circles in anticipation ‘of an unsat- 


isfactory response from the Reich. It 


is generally felt that the road is néw 
clear for the creation of a constructive 
peace policy in Europe. 

Brief and to the Point. 

The German reply, which was trans- 
mitted to the Quai d’Orsay by Ambas- 
sador yon Hoesch, unlike most Reich 
documents with which the French For- 
eign Office has had to battle in the 
past, was exceedingly brief—not more 
than seven typewritten pages in length 
—and very much to the point. 

The Reich, according to the intima- 
tions of M. Briand, accepts the general 
formula of the’ secyrity compact upon 
which he and Mr.,/Chamberlain agreed 
at Geneva, wi some _ reservations, 
however, in regard to Article XVI of 
the League of Nations covenant, which 
defines the obligation of the countries 
in the League in the event of an act 
of aggression to intervene with military 
and. economic assistance.

The reply, in fact, makes no allusion. to 
the subject of Cologne, nor. does it insist 
upon revision of any of the terms of the 
Versailles treaty. 

In short, according to the conclusions 
reached by M. Briand from ‘the first 
reading, the German note quite fully 
meets the demands of the situation, re- 
veals Germany's willingness to enter 
the Léague of Nations and lends a 
really helpful effort toward a solution 
of the ‘whole European problem.

“I find here,” said Count -Sxrzynski, 
“a general understanding of the prob-: 


: lems which we are trying to meet which 


is particularly pleasing. I have not. been 
long enough in this country to attempt 
generalizations, t, by reason of the 
large number of public men whom I 
have already met, I feel justified in say- 
ing that I have been impressed by what 
I would call ‘the American determina- 
tion for peace.’ ’’ 

According to Count Skrzynski, the eco- 
nomic stabilization of Europe is a basic 
fundamental of peace. With that. thought 
in mind, he has devoted himself largely 
to arbitration treaties, 

“Once, the nations of Eurnpe are so 
linked in common understanding it will 
work inevitably for the outlawry of 
he said. ‘‘The people at large 
will appreciate that every contingency 
which in the old days might have led 
to war has.been safeguarded by arbitra- 
tion compacts. , ; 

“TI am anxious to impress on all of 
those who are studying these great com- 
mon problems that our nation does not 
rest at simply securing the well-being of 
our own people, In Europe our fortunes 
are so closely linked that the fate of 
one inevitably reacts upon all the other 
States. 

“Therefore, I: would say we are partie 
ularly gratified because we feel that, 
Poland under present conditions, with its 
boundaries established and recognized 
by the allied powers and the ,Govern- 
ment of the United States, is able to 
function more effectively in an economic 
sense for all Europe than ever before.”’ 


OLD BOSTON CHURCH BURNS 


Ruggles Street Baptist Edifice Dated

BOSTON, July 20 ().—The Ruggles 
Street Baptist Church, one of Boston’s 
religious landmarks, was destroyed by 


fire tonight. Flames believed to have 
started from defective wires in the or- 
gan swept swiftly through the wooden 
structure and a score of firemen: nar- 
rowly escaped injury when a part of 
the roof fell:a few feet from them, The 
loss was placed at $125,000. 

The church, located in the heart of

PROTECTIVE TARIFF ISSUE 


Centrists Oppose Demands of Jun- 
ker Landowners and Many Split 
With Nationalists.

BERLIN, July 21.—Under the appa- 
rently smooth surface of political events 
the Parliamentary coalition upon which 
is based the Luther Cabinet’s power to 
govern Germany is being ‘subjected to 
the supreme test of its career. 

The issue at stake is whether a com- 
promise can bé reached on the’ question 
of the agrarian protective tariff that 
will prove acceptable to both the Cath- 
olic Centre and the Nationalists. If the’ 
outcome is unsatisfactory to either fac- 
tion the coalition may disintegrate, leav- 
ing the Government’ minus a majority 
in the Reichstag and precipitating a 
Ministerial crisis. 

The junkxer landowners, who are the 
backbone of the Nationalist Party, have 
asa perpetual. plank of their economic 
platform the passage of customs duties 
protecting the German farmer from com- 
petition with forelgn-grown grain and 
livestock. 

They are constantly scared lest the 
influx of Russian wheat and Argentine 
or American beef will force them out of 
their profits in home markets. Ever 
since their representatives became mem- 
bers of Dr. Luther's Cabinet they have 
clamored for immediate tariff revision 
by the Government./ Now at’ last the 
day is at hand wher Count Kanttz, the 
Nationalist Minister of Agriculture, 
must go before the Reichstag with defi- 
nite tariff proposals—and the Govern- 
ment still does not know just how far it 
dare go to meet the junkers’ demands. 

Dr. Luther’s majority is dependent up- 
on the Centrists, failing. whose vote he 
could be defeated at any moment. The 
Centrist Deputies’ in turn are depen- 
éent upon their constituents who are 
connected more with industry than agri- 
culture and who-include the bulk of the 
Catholic working class. This element is. 
firmly opposed to any rise in the cost 
of living, which unless the harvests are 
exceptionally good the tax on foodstuffs 
from abroad is almost certain to bring 
about. Consequently the Centre has to 
move with extreme caution in revision 
of the tariff. 

The Chancellor is understood. to have 
persuaded the Nationalists to abandon 
the principle of a so-called minimum 
duty on grain in favor of a sliding scale 
dmpost based on the State domestic 
crops. He has been unable to budge 
them, however, from their insistence 
upon a duty on live stock. As a result 
the price of meat has already risen and 
Catholic consumers.are writing indig- 
nant letters to their Reichstag repre- 
sentatives. 

There was a conference of Par- 
liamentary leaders at the Chancellory 
today, at which Herr Stegerwald, the 
Centrist spokesman, refused to. commit 
himself. The Centre admits that -Ger- 
man agriculture needs some protection, 
but declines to subscribe to the exag- 
gerated aspirations of the landed pro- 
prietors. The negotiations ‘will, be con- 
tinued after a Centrist caucus scheduled 
for tomorrow afternoon. | Unless’ an 
agreement is reached before the tariff 
bill goes before the Reichstag the Gov- 
ernment risks* being overthrown.

Declares Chief Need Is to Get}. 


Associations on a Sound 
- Business Basis. 


UPHOLDS THE MIDDLEMEN 


Secretary, b Addressing Cooperation 
Institute, Promises Agricultural 
Department’s Support.

PHILADELPHIA, July 20.—W. M. 
Jardine,. Secretary: of Agriculture, 
praised the cooperative movement and 
promised the support of the Department 
of Agriculture in placing the. associa- 
tions on a sound footing in an address 
before the American Institute of Co- 
operation, which opened a conference. to- 
day at the University of Pennsylvania. 

“It is gratifying to me to be able to 
attend the first session of the American 
Institution of Cooperation,’”’ said Mr. 
Jaraine. .‘I am happy. to extend con- 
gratulations and good wishes, on my 
own behalf and in behalf of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, to the 


/cooperators* assembled here and to the 


men whose foresight and energy have 
made this gathering possible. 

‘“The business transacted by cooper- 
ative buying and selling organizations 
will. be, ‘conservatively, $2,500,000,000 
during 1925, approximately one-fifth of 


the total agricultural business. Though |, 


cooperation is in its infancy in this 
country, as cumpared with other éco- 
nomic and socia] institutions with which 


we are familiar, some valuable experi- 
ence has been accumulated. We know 
more about. the requirements for success 
than we did five years ago. We have a 
clearer understanding of methods of 
handling cooperative business.”’ 
Continuing, Secretary Jardine said that 
e need of leadership was never greater 
an at the present time and that the 
cooperative associations must assume a 
large share of the responsibility of main- 
— stable agricultural conditions. He 
adde 
“It would be instructive if this con- 
ference could formulate some of the re- 
qiiirements of business efficiency in co- 
operation. The Department of cul- 
ture has, updertaken a project hich 


proposes to analyze critically the business 


methods of- cooperative organizations 
and to report its findings to the directors 

of the organization studied. This is help- 
ful, but it is more important that the 
management of a cooperative should be |, 
able to analyze its own problems clearly 
and dispassionately. . 

“The failures of cooperative associa- 
tions, although the proportion of failures 
probably has been no greater than in 
other business enterprises, point to the 
need for a study of business methods. 
We find that, generally, cooperative as- 
sociati6ns are wrecked. because of busi- 
ness mistakes—the same mistakes that 


-have wrecked business concerns for hun- 


dreds of years. 

“Another problem arises in the relation 
of the cooperative associations to the 
present agencies of distribution. It is 
frequently stated that the cooperaion 
will ‘eliminate’ middlemen. Such state- 
ments are largely the result of lack of 
information régarding the services neces- 


sary to carry farm products from the)’ 


producer to the ultimate consumer. 
There is a multiplicity of services to be 
performed, not ~ll of which can be per- 
formed by the farmers’ organizations. 

“Many assdciations, however; are mak- 
ing progress in reducing the costs of 
these services to a minimum. Such im- 
provements in. efficiency will be wel- 
comed by far-sighted urban business 
men as well as by farmers. 

“It must be recognized that in an 
industry like farming, cooperation pos- 
sesses’ certain distinct advantages over 
the older methods of trading in commod- 
ities. The agricultural cooperative takes 
the whole crop of its members.. It tries 
to market this to the best advantage. It 
avoids depression of ‘prices because it 
does not aim to buy the commodity at 
the lowest possible price fand thus exert 
a bearish influence on t market, nor 
does it resort to the practice of. dumping 
surpluses. Cooperation does not work 
only to the benefit of a producing class. 
In addition it introduces into society 
those progressive’ practiées which bene- 
fit all groups.- 

“In ‘every way the department. offers 
you its results of research; its deduc- 
tions, its interest, its assistance. In this 
it believes it is. performing a distinct 
service to farming and rural life and 
through them to American civilization.”

Professor Newman then took up the 
connecting links between species; primi- 
tive annelid worms, forming. a connec- 
tion between annelids and flatworms; 
lung fishes with the gills of fishes and 
lungs, homologous * with those of land 
vertebrates; and the monotromes, egé- 
laying mammals, forming a connection 
between reptiles and mammals. 

*‘Without evolution as a. guiding prin- 
ciple comparative anatomy would be a 
hopeless mass of meaningless and dis- 
connected facts,’* he said. 

After taking up the subject of classi- 
fication to show that the most nearly 
identical individuals are the most closely 
related, Professor Newman likened the 
classification of a large group to a 
tree and said 

“This thee-tike arrangement is exactly 
what one would expect to find in a 
group descended from a common ances- 
try and modified along many different 
lines. If this striking arrangement ts a 
part of the plan of special creation, it is 
indeed strangely unfortunate that it 
speaks so plainly of descent with modi- 
fication. 

“There is.no greater difficulty in con- 
‘nection with the classification of man 
than in that of any. other living spectes. 
Indeed, there are scores, even hundreds 
of species, whose éxact affinitiés with 
other groups are far less obvious than 
those of the human species,

This service paper seems to be right, 
judging from thé results of recent 
practice-firing at Fort Tilden, New 
York, Fort Barrancas, Fla., and 
San Francisco. At Fort Tilden the 
target used was a cloth bag about 
nineteen feet long and five feet in 
diameter, tapering down to. three and 
a half feet. Its surface was about 
one-fourth .that of a bombing air- 
plane. At the end of a wire 2,100 feet 
long this target was towed by a plane 
at an elevation of 6,000 feet. The 
Fort Tilden gunners scored twenty- 
five hits in eight minutes and forty 
seconds of firing while the target 
moved: at a speed of seventy miles an 
hour. Altogether. 445 shots were fired. 
According to an advance’ statement 
given out at Washington, the per- 
centage of hits was'5.6:

HARMONY AT SWAMPSCOTT. 

Politics, , exiled, from , Washington, 
have found an orphanage at Swamp- 
scott. It is a good home for them. 
They add to the innumerable laughter 
of the sea. President Coo.mpam “is 
represented *’ as devoted.to the simple 
task of harmonizing the Republican 
factions in the Senate. With no dis- 
position to encroach upon the Senate’s 
right to make its own rules, he fears, 
as a party leader bound to, substitute 
harmony for discord, that Vice Presi- 
dent Dawes’s little enterprise will 
make trouble, induce acrimonies and 
long debates, set back matters more 
important. From Mr. Dawes’s point 
of view, perhaps, nothing is so mo- 
mentous as the iniquity of Rule XXII. 
He céntinues his campaign intrepidly. 
He has found something ‘‘on the 
side ’’-for a Vice President to do. Ex- 
cellent as his proposed changes in the 
Senate rules might be, hé is but a 
counselor of perfection. He has yet to 
be convinced by experience that the 
Senate’s magnificent leisure is likely 
to survive his instinct for quicker 
action. 

If the Senate doesn’t dawdle and 
spin interminable speeches over the 
rules, it can be counted on to display 
the same fine economy about some- 
thing else. Mr. Coo.ipos is ‘‘intent on 
‘* bringing the radicals back into the 
*¢ party.’’ How is this to be done in the 
Senate? Senator Norris belongs and 
will belong to no party. Is Mr. Broox- 
HART expected to be a good boy if his 
right to another term in the Senate is 
sustained? Is Mr. Frazier ripe for 
conversion? Is Mr. La FOLLETTE’s 
successor counted on for conservative 
tendencies? And there is always‘ Mr. 
Borau with his Republican Party of 
one. Is there any particular reason 
for roseate Republican hopes? - The 
union on Mr. Coo.mes can’t hide the 
fact that there are still visible two Re- 
publican parties, that of the East and 
that of the West. Have the farmers 
been satisfied or appeased by a tem- 
porary prosperity which again revealed 
to them the essential humbug of pro- 
tection? Can they get together? If. 
they can, can Congress get together 
on measures for their ‘‘ relief ’’ ? 

If not, will they be tender to that 
sacred tariff which has behaved so 
badly, been found so illusory and im- 
potent, alike in New England ‘and the 
West? Let us hope that, with Demo- 
cratic aid, if necessary, Mr: CooLipcE 
will be able to carry through Congress 
his program of tax reduction and tax 
revision, “his cardinal domestic, the 
cardinal national, policy. But the 
chance of greater Republican coher- 
ence in the Senate seems slight. A 
long wrangle on the World Court can 
hardly be escaped. As for the Repub- 
lican prospects of getting control of 
the Senate in 1926, ‘‘ shadows, clouds 
and darkness rest upon it.” In Mr. 
Coo.ipap’s State it is more than a little 
unfortunate that his candidate for the 
Senate, Mr. Butter, conducted his 
harmony chorus in 1924 with a club. 

The sweet dreams of reconciliation 
and concord at Swampscott contrast 
with Mr. BuTLer’s summary proceed- 
ings. Having. jumped on his enemies, 
he is ready to forgive them when he 
needs their votes. «*‘ Brethren, let us 
dwell together in unity,” says Mr. 
Cootipcz. Mr. Burier’s Republican 
enemies in the Bay State may have 
enough of the O14 Adam in them to 
insist upon jumping on him before 
they forgive him.

“YOUNG CHINA’S PROGRAM.” 

At a time when the Powers are air- 
ing their views of what ought to be 
done about China,’ it is useful to con- 
sider what. the Chinese—or some of 
them, at any rate—think is the proper. 
course to. follow. In a. dispatch in 
yesterday’s Timms Mr. Mrtuarp, stu- 
dent of Chinese effairs for many 


-| years, summarizes the Chinese pro- 


gram, for China as follows: (1) Early 
return of the residential concessions; 
(2) rapid but gradual abolition of 
extraterritoriality; (8) equitable liqui- 
dation of all foreign economic conces- 
sions which are restraining China’s 
Progress; (4) full tariff autonomy. 
He adds that he does not believe that 
the Chinese will participate in any 
conference which omits these points 
from the program, and remarks that 
he believes that the European nations 
in particular are unaware of the new 
determined spirit behind them. 

) When considered in the light of the 
history of the last “century they are 
little short of revolutionary. “To give 
up the ‘treaty ports, the control of 
which has facilitated foreign trade for 
generations, would-be unthinkable in |~ 
the eyes of most of the European na- 
tions. The abolition of extraterritori- 
ality, unless brought about very 
slowly, is considered_against the in-| 
terests of the ‘Western -Europeans, 
But the validity of this contention is 
‘disputed by the: Russians. They as-

The administration of the 
customs is still under foreign direc- 
tion, but there is little to show that 
this trust has been abused in the in- 
terest of foreign nations, 

The question naturally arises how 
far this ‘‘ Young China’’ program 
has the support of other Chinese 
groups. Furthermore, what reason is 
there to believe: that the student in- 
fluence: can establish a more stable 
Government than did the parties which 
exercised power since the death of the 
Dowuger Empress? What guarantees 
ara there for the foreigners that they 
will be protected in life and in the 
pursuit of their lawful business if they 
agree to the Chinese demands? Cer- 
tainly without a stable and strong 
Government there is little likelihood 
that the new nationalist group can 


‘preserve order, and there is nothing 


as yet to show that they can estab- 
lish even a weak Government. Nev- 
ertheless, the Chinese program can- 
not be ignored. The least that can be 
expected when the conference meets 
to consider Chinese affairs is that it 
will take full cognizance of the Chi- 


nese point of view.

GERMAN AND BRITISH WORKERS. 

Of the two leading industrial na- 
tions in the European war, it is the 
defeated nation, Germany, that has 
experienced - less disturbing labor 
consequences. Compared with Great 
Britain’s nearly 20 per cent. of un- 
employment in 1921 and her present 
11 per cent. of idle workers, unem-. 
ployment in Germany -has been. a 
comparatively minor factor except for 
a few months after the Ruhr occupa- 
tion. For a long period before the 
invasion of the Ruhr there was virtu- 
ally no idleness in Germany. A puz- 
zle that still awaits complete elucida- 
tion is how Germany kept her facto- 
ries going full blast at a time when 
her exports were less than half of the 
pre-war years. Part of the answer 
is in the large production for plant 
instead of for immediate consumption. 
But consumption, too, was encouraged 
by the demoralization of the currency. 
Wages were spént as soon as earned, 
for no one knew what the paper mark 
would be worth tomorrow. 

The contrast between German em- 
ployment and British unemployment is 
emphasized by the fact that German 
labor has been working longer hours. 
Officially the eight-hour day survives. 
In practice it has been largely done 
away with through mutual agreement. 
At Essen the metallurgical workers 
operate in twelve-hour shifts with two 
hours for rest, making a ten-hour day. 
In the Krupp machine shops it is an 
eleven-hour shift with an hour’s rest. 
In the blast furnaces and coke ovens 
the eight-hour day obtains. In Great 
Britain the nominal working day is 
eight hours, but in practice the week 
In 
the British metallurgical trades the 
average weekly wage is a little over 
$15. At Krupp’s the scale is from $8 
to $12. Measured in terms of well- 
being, the British workman stands far 
higher than the German—provided he 
has employment. He receives 25 per 
cent. more in wages for 20 per cent. 
less in working time. The comparison 
is somewhat rectified to the advantage 
of the German worker by the moder- 
ate amount he expends on rent. At 
Essen the worker who earns 200 marks 
a month pays 16 marks for rent; 
where company housing is not pro- 
vided the outlay on rent is higher. j 

Except for his longer hours, it is 
probable that the German ‘working- 
man in comparison with the English- 
man is better off than he was before 
the war. He has willingly accepted 
the longer working day with ‘employ< 
ment as an alternative to the shorter 
day with a high ratio of idleness. The 
cheaper production made ‘possible by 
the longer: day. has enabled German 
industry to. make itself increasingly. 
felt in the world market and to cope 
with a depleted purchasing power at 
home. National necessity has modified 
Class demands in-Germany. The same 
spirit is asserting itself in Great Brit- 
ain, where the radical move for ae

| official statistics of exports and im- 


ports. For the year in question we 
exported merchandise to the value’ of 
$4,591,000,000; we imported $3,611,- 
000,000. As plain as arithmetic, we 
therefore had a favorable balance of 
$980,000,000. But as the experts of 
the Department of Commerce proceed- 
ed to show, those figures do not be- 
gin to tell the whole story. There is 
a long list of “current invisible 
items ’’ .which have to be taken into 
the reckoning.. Secretary Hoover es- 
timated that these items amounted in 
1924 to 22 per cent: of our total ex- 
ports and 34 pér cent. of our total 
imports. And the result of rightly es- 
timating afid balancing these pay- 
ments and exchanges back and forth, 
which do. not enter into the official 
records of foreign commerce, was to 
establish the fact that on the entire 
transactions of the year 1924 we had 
an actual adverse balance of trade to 
the tune of more than $200,000,000. 
Some of the silent forces working 
for equalization of international ex- 
changes are private remittances to 
Europe by immigrants now living and 
prospering in the United States, pay- 
ments for foreign shipping and ser- 
vices of many kinds, shipments of gold 
and‘ silver, m¢@vements of capital, the 
paying off and the buying of securi- 
ties. ‘The old crude way of stating 
the surface facts of our foreign com- 
merce is now discarded by alert stat- 
isticlans. They know that they must 
search out and, weigh the invisible 
elements, Of these the nature is 
changing from year to year as well 
as the magnitude. Such. studies as 
those made by Mr. Jutitus KLEIN, 
Director of the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce under Secretary 
Hoover, are of ‘the highest value. 
They may not be able to attain com- 
plete accuracy, but they at least show 


us the sort of analysis that has to be 


made. And they help us to understand 
how it, is possible that our private 
loans to foreigners can be maintained 
on so great a scale and the interest on 
them paid regularly, without making 
foreign exchange absolutely chaotic, 
as on the obsolete theories of writers 
on the protective tariff they should 
infallibly have done.

The scene is still cast in terms of “the 
old-fashioned Southern plantation.. The 
planter with “his great house, the old- 
fashioned Southern family in the midst 
of, its .servants—all this‘ lends itself so 
easily to pleasing romance.. In reality 
this older lifelong since passed away. 

The ‘writer recently visited one of these 
old-time’ plantation mansions in South 
‘Carolina. As built in 1848, it was a 
‘grand house. Today it is occupied by a 
whité tenant farmer. The original plan- 
tation included 800 acres. The present 
farm has been cut down to a plot of 172 
acres, Of that. area this.tenant farmer 
cultivates only twenty-five acres. On. the 
remainder he-pastures a cow and picks 
blackberries. Ceilings have been pulled 
down. ,for kindling wood. The farmer’s 
family lives in the kitchen and a couple 
of small. bedrooms. The great ‘hall, 
drawing room and library, in which the 
neighboring gentry of ante-bellum time 
were entertained, are-now surrendered 
to the rats and birds. Rain drives in 
at the windows. We do not mean to 
imply that this picture represents the 
whole South. That would be a very mis- 
taken notion. .What it does represent is 
the géneral drift of Southern plantation 
agriculture. During sixty years this 
older agriculture: has steadily failed to 
adapt itself.to the new conditions. 

Meanwhile several new social groups 
have been emerging. The type now. best 
known in New York is the successful 
Southern business man. The banker is, 
naturally the connecting link between 
Southern business and the North.

Creditors Agree to the Sale of the 
Concern’s Assets. 


At a meeting of the creditors of the 
Federal Food Stores, Inc., of 38 Ross 
Street, Brooklyn, which,has been in 
‘bankruptcy since April 17 last, it was 
decided. yesterday to accept the offer of 
the Financial Consultants Corporation of 
1,270 Broadway, Manhattan, to buy the 
"assets of the defunct ‘eongern. All 
papers and evidences of, indebtedness 
held by the creditors will turned over 
to Edward C. McDonald, referee in} 
bankruptcy, and he will hand to each 
of the secured creditors bank accept- 
ances, or. certified checks, dated four 
months ahead for 32 per cent. of their 
claims, The unsecured creditors will re- 
eeive the residue of $100,000 after the 


expenses of the ‘trusteeship have been 
paid. It was believed at first that they 
would receive 10 per cent. of their 
claims, but after the expenses of litiga- 
tion are taken out the amount will be 
between 8 and 9 per cent. 

Those creditors who have filed replevin 
suits against property in warehouses 
will have to prosecute their claims 
through the courts, and if they fail to 
win will. share with the unsecured 
creditors. 

By the agreement, all the assets of the 
Federal: Food, Stores, Iné:, .become the 
property of the purchasing. concern. 
This includes the business itself, its 
leases and trademarks and trade name.

The hearing of the application of the 
Western railroads for an mcrease in 
freight rates, which will begin in Chi- 
cago on Sept. 1, holds interest, it has 
been remarked, for the financial world 
equal to that of the Scopes trial for the 
religious world.
